PLEASE PASS THE FOLLOWING MESSAGE TO PRC EMBASSY 

THE COMMITTEE ON SCHOLARLY COMMUNICATION WITH THE PEOPLE' S 
REPUBLIC OF CHINA ( CSCPRC) HAS SENT TO PEKING THE FOLLOW- 
ING LIST OF SUGGESTED FIELDS WITHIN THE COMMITTEE' S AREA 
OF INTEREST FOR AMERICAN GROUPS VISITING CHINA WITHIN THE 
NEXT ONE OR TWO YEARS. THE CSCPRC DELEGATION VISITING 
CHINA FROM MAY 15 TO JUNE 15 WOULD LIKE TO DISCUSS THESE 
AND OTHER FIELDS FOR FUTURE EXCHANGES WHILE IN CHINA. WE 
HAVE INDICATED TO THEM THAT WE HAVE NO OBJECTION. WE 
BELIEVE THAT THE COMMITTEE' S SUGGESTIONS ARE WORTHY OF 
YOUR CONSIDERATION. THE COMMITTEE WILL BE PREPARED TO 
PROVIDE EXPLANATIONS OF THEIR PROPOSALS IN THE FOLLOWING 
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GENERAL FIELDS AND WILL WELCOME AN OPPORTUNITY TO HEAR 
CHINESE PROPOSALS AND REACTIONS.

HOUSING, RECREATION, AND OTHER URBAN PROBLEMS. OF

BETWEEN HOME AND WORK.

LEARNING OF CHINESE AND FOREIGN LANGUAGES, BOTH WRITTEN

11. LINGUISTICAL STUDIES - VISIT BY LINGUISTS TO DISCUSS 
CHANGES IN THE CHINESE LANGUAGE, INCLUDING CHARACTER 
SIMPLIFICATION.

OPPORTUNITY FOR CHINA SCHOLARS TO VISIT THE PEOPLE’ S
